Council by irate 


ratepayers. 


Council has received a petition from 23 residents in the 
Bell Avenue — Purnell Street area in ‘Altona West who 
claim that mini bike riders, motor cyclists and drivers of 
“all sorts of cars” are using land owned by Steadmans and 
a small strip of council-owned land as a racecourse, vehicle 
testing ground and obstacle course. 


And a Grieve Parade resident has written a further 
letter to council complaining of young people riding 
horses and mini bikes on the Grieve Parade median strip, 
north of Altona High School 


‘Serious safety hazard’ 


The petitioners in the 
Bell Avenue-Purnell 
Street area claim that the 
mini bikes and cars in 
the area are objectio- 
nable for at least three 
reasons — noise, abuse 
of the fand by vehicles 
causing erosion and the 
fact that they are a 
serious safety hazard. 


They claim that it is 
now impossible to enjoy 
a quiet weekend or eve- 
ning in the area, shift 
workers cannot get rest 
or sleep after work and 
several housewives are in 
a state of distress and 
nervous strain. 


They have told council 
the police have respond- 
ed prompily to requests 
for assistance but as 
soon as they depart, the 
noise Starts again. 

The petitioners ‘have 
asked council to take im- 
mediate action to ensure 
the area is no longer 
used by any type of ve-
